How the People Con Help. 


Some very sensible suggestions were advanced recently by 


a'member of a commission on (lie necessaries of life. 
Speak- 


ing of meat in particular, lie said if people would buy as little 
as possible for a time, or none at all, the price would come 
down. 
He advised buying other articles of food tliat arc 


cheaper and giving (be meal market a chance lo cool ofT. 


Of course such action would apply as well to other things 


as to meal. 
But the people must have something lo eat and 


something lo wear. 
They cannot entirely slop buying, :i'Kl 


when lliey stop buying certain things and using others as sub- 
stitutes the latter are liable lo advance in price lo such an ex- 
tent that little genera!'benefit results. 


It is hardly to be believed that Ihe cost of living will be ma- 


terially and permanent reduced by filful action in Ihe matter 
of buying. 
The man who advocated stoppage of Ihe use of 


meat, in whole or in part, for the purpose of bringing down 
prices, gave sounder advice in connection with the purchase 
and hoarding of such articles as flour and sugar, which are 
practically non-perishable. Many have bought these things in 
quantities when they had Ihaopporlunily and stored them for 
future use, and in this way they have helped lo create scarcity 
and push up,the prices. 
Mailers would be much belter, said 


the commissioner, if.people would use common sense and buy 
no more of any commodity Ihan they need for immediate use. 


This is (rue, and there is no reason to doubt thai the people 


themselves have done much to boosl prices by buying for fu- 
ture needs in the belief thai 'they were saving money. 
This 


feeling was natural al a time when the tendency of prices was 
upward, and Ihe action Ilia I followed simply helped lo make a 
bad matter worse. 


The practice of buying ahead is not now so common, and 


Ibis may have somc'lhing lo do with the casing of prices on 
many commodities. 
Wilh a prospect of lower prices buyers 


arc ready lo wait until actual need arises before purchasing, 
and when they do this 'Ihey relieve Ihe pressure on the mar- 
kets, which always tends lo the reduction of prices. 


While the time for cheap goods is apparently far distant, 


there is reason lo believe that the lime for cheaper goods is 
close al hand; that the boom created by (he war and the ex- 
citement and hysteria following has reached its climax, and 
that from (his lime on llic movement of prices will be down- 
ward. 
It is probable Ilia I the movement will not be rapid, but 


il will be in a direction which will warrant conservative buying 
and an utter absence of boarding. 
The closing of woolen 


mills and shoe factories should put amend lo the practice of 
buying clothing and shoes for future use, something that was 
quite extensively done while the Ireiul of prices was upward. 
Such buying was encouraged by dealers and Ihe result was lo 
aggravate a condition dial was bad enough before. 


The time has arrived for (be exercise of discretion; for buy- 


ing what is needed and no more, whether it be meal or any- 
thing else. 
Boyco'lts amount lo little. 
Common sense in 


buying and the practice of reasonable economy in all things 
will do more than anything else lo restore the balance that has 
so long been lacking, and something- of the comfort that was 
enjoyed before the coming of the last few very strenuous 
years.
